that tho three hundred years will 
elapse next year. 
Others date ths 


time in 1926, when the celebration 
should take place, for it was in May, 
1626, that Peter Minuet, a Dutch- 
man, bought the whole of Manhaltai. 
Island, on which New 
York now 


stands, of the Indians for $24. Some 
think he paid too much, but the In- 
dians arc all dead, so he cannot get 
his money back, hence his Dutch de- 
scendants claim that 1926 is the prop- 
er date for the tercentennial cele- 
bration.
